CB IR 3 & in the last Session of Parliament, an Act was 
passed for consolidating and amending the Laws in England , 
relative to Malicious Injuries to Property ; and it is expedient that provi- 
sion should be made in Ireland for the like purpose; 55(1 £ it therefore 
5 (SttacteD by The KING’S most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, THAT 
this present Act, and the several matters therein contained, shall extend 
to Ireland, and not to England, Wales or Scotland ; and that this Act 
io shall commence and take effect in Ireland, on the First day of No- 
vember one thousand eight hundred and twenty-eight.
